CONDITIONS OF SALE 



1. Any bid which is merely a nominal or fractional advance 
may be rejected Ly the auctioneer, if, in his judgment, such bid 
would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

2. The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute 
arise between two or more bidders, the auctioneer shall either de- 
cide the same or put up for re-sale the lot so in dispute. 

3. Payment shall be made of all or such part of the pur- 
chase money as may be required, and the names and addresses of 
the purchasers shall be given immediately on the sale of every lot, 
in default of which the lot so purchased shall be immediately put 
up again and re-sold. 

Payment of that part of the purchase money not made at 
the time of sale shall be made within ten days thereafter, in de- 
fault of which the undersigned may either continue to hold the 
lots at the risk of the purchaser and take such action as may be 
necessary for the enforcement of the sale, or may at public or 
private sale, and without other than this notice, re-sell the lots 
for the benefit of such purchaser, and the deficiency (if any) aris- 
ing from such re-sale shall be a charge against such purchaser.

5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business 
in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be 
performed by the Association for purchasers. The Association 
will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing 
at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers; doing so, 
however, without any assumption of responsibility on its part 
for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the 
purchaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, 
and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in 
caring for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself 
responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed 
within ten days from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either bj r the owner or the Asso- 
ciation of the correctness of the description, genuineness or au- 
thenticity of any lot, and no sale will be set aside on. account of 
any incorrectness, error of cataloguing, or any imperfection not 
noted. Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior 
to its sale, after which it is sold “as is” and without recourse.

Thane: “Historical Portraits,” II, 21, reproduces a medal- 
lion-shaped engraving “from an original by Van Dyck.” 

Smith, “Catalogue Raisonne,” Vol. Ill, p. 165, No. 576, 
describes such a portrait as here identified, as “engraved by W. 
Hollar, 1645,” and with “the countenance denoting the Earl to 
have been fifty years of age.” In point of fact, he would not 
then be as old. 

The signature in the right bottom corner and the style of 
painting indicate the English period of Van Dyck.

Lucy, second daughter of Henry, ninth Earl of Northum- 
berland, married, Nov. 6, 1617, James, afterward Viscount Don- 
caster and Earl of Carlisle. Turning her attention to politics, she 
despised the society of her own sex, studied systems of govern- 
ment and intrigued in matters of state. Sir Philip Warwick, in 
his “Memoirs,” accuses her, the friend and alleged confidant of 
Strafford, of having given notice to Pym of the King’s coming 
to the House of Commons to demand the five members, in order 
that they might have time to absent themselves. She was “solem- 
nized in the poems of the most exquisite wits of the time.” She 
died November, 1660, having survived her husband twenty-four 
years. 

This composition recalls that reproduced in Lodge’s “Por- 
traits,” VII, 12, as engraved by II. T. Ryall from the picture in 
the collection of the Earl of Egremont at Petworth.

The King-Saint, wearing his robes of office, with the 
sword in his right hand and the orb in his left, is seen 
within a framed medallion which is held up by four putti; 
one of them bears the scroll inscribed: “Vera Divi Fer- 
dinandi III Effigies, Maurorum Exterminatio Restitutor 
ITispan.

Fernando III or Ferdinand III (1200-1252), King of Cas- 
tile and Leon, brought about the final union of those kingdoms 
in 1230. He was beatified four centuries later. As resisting the 
power of the Moors Fernando III, El Santo, is less known to-day 
than Ferdinand V of Aragon (1452-1516), El Catolico, who 
married Isabella of Castile and, with all the fervor of a crusade, 
undertook the conquest of Granada, the last Moorish Kingdom in 
Spain. 

Murillo painted, for the eight circles of the dome of the 
Chapter House at Seville, portraits of the canonized Archbishops 
of the diocese, Pio, Laurcano, Leandro and Isidoro; the Royal 
Saints, Hermangildo and Fernando; and the Virgin Saints, Justa 
and Rufina. 

Pictures of San Fernando bv Murillo are (i) in the Chapter 
Room in the Cathedral at Seville, in (ii) the Counting Room 
there, in (iii) the Riblioteca Columbiana, Seville, and (iv) in the 
Museo del Prado. They are, however, all different in composition 
and scale from the present imposing canvas. Curtis (“Murillo,” 
No. 283) describes another picture of San Fernando with five 
cherubs and a scroll inscribed “Magna Fekdinaxdi ...” 

This would seem to be the picture (Curtis, No. 284) formerly 
in the possession of the Heirs of the Infant Don Sebastian, at 
Pau, No. 580. Curtis states that it was inscribed “Vera Divi

Ferdinandi II” and that “beneath are four cherubs holding 
aside the drapery.” He probably inaccurately transcribed the 
numeral of the king and curtailed the inscription on our pic- 
ture in which, moreover, the cherubs below hold up the medal- 
lion of the king while those above hold aside the drapery. This 
is probably the picture mentioned by O’Shea: “Handbook,” 
§301, thus: “it is the model from which the effigy was carved by 
Senor Piquer, which is seen in the Armeria at Madrid, No. 1785, 
and is borne in procession to the palace chapel on the anniversary 
of the Capture of Seville, May 29.” 

Mentioned by Calvert: “Murillo,” p. 173, as at Pau. 
Illustrated in the Klassiker der Kunst volume on “Murillo,” 
1913. 

Painted in 1671, and so a work of the artist’s mature period. 
The stenciled monogram “S. G.,” crowned, on the back of 
the canvas, bears out the pedigree given above.
